A boat of the above siza will 

cary three tona“da a draft of 15 inches, 

and will carry 50 men comfortably, We 

invite the attention of nautical mon, genors 

ally, to the above, aad are satisfied it will 

be looked on with favor by thom, 


REFUGE FOR THE DESTITUTR, 


Chen, the Shanghai Mixed Court Magia. 
trato, has established at Sin.za a ref ge 
for the destitute, which was formally 
oponed on Saturday (10th), in the presence. 
of about twenty foreign officials from the 
various Consulates in Shanghai. Wo taka 
tho following accoant from the W. Q. D. 
News i— : 

The refuge is a new building creoted for 
the purpose on a site near the Soochow 
Creek between the Sin-za village and the 
Cantonese cemetery. . Accommodation ig 
provided for abont 200 inmates, which 
should have a tendency to clear tho straeta 
of some of the pitiful objects of humanit 
that the police now allow to openly solicit 
alms. Particularly is this the case at the 
bridges over the Yang-king-pang Croek, 
where tho. same faces are often to he seen, 
At the formal opening of the institution on 
Saturday,’ Chen conducted his visitors over 
the establishment, and undoubtedly it is in 
every way suitable for tha purposes for - 
which it is intended, 'There isa reception . 
room opening into a spacious court-yard, 
on ono side of which are the dwollings for 
the officials and on the other the doctor’s 
quarters. Then there is another open yard 
surrounded by rooms for the inmates, each 
of-which affords accommodation for from 
four to eight persons, while in the centre 
of the yard is a large opon pavilion for the_ 
use of the inmates in hot weather, - Tho 
entire cost of the ostablishment, Chen 
informed his visitors, was about Tls, 6,000, 
sll of which, we understand, he has himself 
provided ; and he has still two mow of land 
adjoining which he intends to utilise if
